New Law Encourages CA Counties to Replicate San Francisco DA’s Flagship Reentry 

Initiative 

SACRAMENTO - San Francisco District Attorney Kamala D. Harris announced today that 
Governor Schwarzenegger signed into law AB 750 - the Back on Track Reentry Act - a bill 
authored by Speaker of the Assembly Karen Bass and sponsored by DA Harris. The bill, 
supported by the California Narcotics Officers Association and the California Police Chiefs 
Association, gives counties a path to improve public safety and save money by reducing 
recidivism among nonviolent drug offenders. 

The Back on Track Reentry Act authorizes counties to establish a deferred entry of judgment 
program modeled after DA Harris’ successful Back on Track initiative in San Francisco. Back 
on Track combines accountability with opportunity to ensure that first-time nonviolent drug 
offenders are held responsible and become self-sufficient. In Back on Track, offenders plead 
guilty and commit to strict court supervision as they complete an intensive personal 
responsibility program. They are trained for a job, go back to school, get current with child 
support payments, enroll in parenting classes, and become positive contributors in their 
communities. 

“With this bill now signed into (aw, counties throughout our state have a clear blueprint for 
breaking the cycle of crime. By holding drug offenders accountable and giving them a direct 
path to productivity, we can improve public safety and save taxpayer dollars,” said DA Harris. “I 
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thank the Governor and Speaker Bass for their leadership and support in bringing the Back on 
Track initiative in San Francisco to the rest of the state as a model for reducing recidivism.” 

Pioneered by DA Harris four years ago, Back on Track has shown impressive results. Less 
than 10 percent of Back on Track graduates have re-offended compared to a 54 percent 
average statewide recidivism rate for the same population of offenders. Back on Track has 
achieved this success at a fraction of the cost of traditional corrections approaches. Back on 
Track costs about $5,000 annually per participant, compared to $35,000 to $50,000 for jail or 
prison. It has been selected as a national model by the National District Attorney's Association 
and held up as a model of an innovative and cost-effective criminal justice program by the 
United States Department of Justice. Back on Track demonstrates that preventing recidivism is 
both viable and an effective use of resources. 

‘Tm pleased this significant piece of legislation can now aid our state’s efforts to improve public 
safety and stop the revolving door of recidivism,” Speaker Bass said. “The Legislature and the 
bill’s sponsors put a lot of work into AB 750 to make sure it gives counties the smart solution 
set they need to better protect their neighborhoods.”

I wanted to communicate with you some Back on Track termination issues. 

Recently (about a year now I guess), the Public Defender has been staffing the BOT court in D-206 on 
Tuesday afternoon. During those court appearances, out of compliance BOT participants have been 
terminated. They were represented by the calendar public defender. When the defendant is returned to 
the originating department for sentencing - the assigned public defender attempts to revisit the 
termination and sets the case for termination hearing indicating that the calendar public defender could 
not adequately represent their client. These hearings are set before Judge McBride who oversees BOT at 
the Civic Center. The Court has expressed concern that there are two separate termination hearings. I 
am also concerned since the calendar deputy in other courts, namely Drug Court and Prop 36, handle 
terminations in their respective departments. 

In the future, if a BOT participant is non-compliant and the recommendation is for termination, Sharon 
Owsley will be informed of this at case conferencing. Case conferencing occurs on the Wednesday before 
the BOT participants' Tuesday court appearance. Sharon Owsley will email both the calendar public 
defender (currently Demarris Evans) as well as the public defender of record that termination is being 
recommended for the participant's next court appearance. Ms. Owsley will also email a copy of the 
progress report which details the reasons for termination. 

At this court appearance, either the calendar public defender or the assigned public defender (if they 
chose) can appear to argue against termination. This is the opportunity to contest any termination 
issues. If a participant is terminated, there will be no additional hearing. 

I would appreciate it if you would inform your colleagues of this process.

Karen Roye said: “the Back-on-Track program has referred 397 participants to child support since 
the inception of the program (2003). Of the 397, 275 or 69% of participants had open child support 
cases. The average debt that each participant would owe today if they ignored their child support 
responsibilities would be approximately $2,793,056 with interest.” Given that Karen used 2003 as 
the starting point for the program, we took her numbers and divided them in half That means that 
136 participants would owe $1,381,293 with interest. 

Because these participants were required to meet with the child support agency, they were able to 
settle their debts, reserve orders, compromise arrears, or disestablish paternity. These participants 
today owe a combined total of $409,932 a debt savings of approximately $2, 383,124. The money 
brought in by these participants goes straight to families in need.
